all persons within about one mile 
of the bomb who were not killed 
by mechanical causes were burned 
fatally or seriously. 

4. At the instant of explosion 
there is emitted a huge quantity 
of radiation. These radium-like 
waves killed people of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki who were directly 
under the bomb, affecting the 
blood-forming tissues and causing 
the blood to seep out through ap- 
parently undamaged skin and to 
drain into internal cavities. Amer- 
ican military officials and scien- 
tists say there was virtually no re- 
sidual effect from these rays in 
the two Japanese attacks. The 
bombs were exploded in mid-air 
and the rays dissipated too much 
to linger in the earth. 

However, some scientists esti- 
mate that a bomb used on the sur- 
face, as in the second planned test, 
can deposit an enormous amount 


of radioactivity, equivalent to tons 


of radium. That menace has led | 


ithe test planners to take elaborate 


precautions against accidents, in- 
cluding the evacuation of island- 
ers in near-by areas who might be 
reached by radioactive water or 
clouds drafting out from the. Bi- 
kini atoll explosion. 


» Most scientists are confident 
that- there is not even a remote 
prospect of a chain reaction from 
the bomb which would spread 


outward either through the air or | 
the sea, and affect far-away areas. 

Indications are that in the first |

Ice clogged street mains and 
hung heavily on fire hose.

REA Expansion — 
To Open Up Jobs, 
Wickard Shows 


Creation of “desirable and use- 
ful vocational opportunities for 
our returned veterans and war 
workers” as a result of the activi- 
ties of the Rural Electrification 
Administration is the forecast of 
Claude R, Wickard, REA adminis- 
trator, in a report to Clinton P. 
Anderson, secretary of agriculture. 

“Rural electrification has cap: 
tured the interest of many thou- 
sands of men now in the armed 
services,’ writes Wickard. “We 
have received a steady stream of 
inquiries from soldiers'‘and sailors 
as to the possibilities of their ob- 
taining electricity on farmsteads 
which they currently own or hope 
to acquire. Other veterans have 
written about the possibilities of 
working for REA borrowers or 
of locating in rural communities to 
sell or to service appliances or 
equipment, or to install wiring or 
plumbing. And still other veterans 
see in rural electrification a huge 
market for manufactured goods 
which will mean jobs for them in 
their hometown factories.” 

For 1946, Wickard_ reported, 
congress has allotted $200,000,000 
for REA extension, a sum $60,000.- 
000 greater than was available in 
1939, formerly the peak REA vear. 
“Now,” he continued, “we are on 
the threshold of the _ greatest 
period of activity in REA'’s his- 
tory.” 

Wickard reports that REA has 
worked out a tentative three-year 
program of rural electrification in- 
volving the investment of $568.- 
000,000 by co-operative borrowers. 
This program, he says, “would 
bring electric service to 329,000 
farms and rural non-farm homes 
throughout the nation and be a 
tremendous stabilizing influence 
on the nation’s economy. 

“The entire nation will benefit 


|from this program,” Wickard con- 


'tinues. “Jobs will be available for | 


veterans and war workers in rural 

regions building power lines, cut- 
ting poles, in mines and in trans- 
portation. Men and women will 
find employment in factories mak- 
ing freezers, motors, lamps, chick 
brooders, ranges, milking ma- 
chines, conductors, line hardware, 
radios and all the hundreds of 
other types of equipment which 
our farmers and rural electric 
systems will buy. tetail mer- 
chants, salesmen, servicemen and 
linemen will also find steady jobs 
from this work.”

The Ministers Stuck to Fundamentals 


The affairs of a busy week eclipsed 
the news significance of a conference of 
about a hundred ministers who met last 
week on the campus of Emory University. 
The problems the ministers discussed had 
little chance of competing with such 
eventful affairs as the UNO conference, 
the actions of congress, labor-management 
disputes and the proceedings of the Geor- 
gia general assembly. 

Yet, in spite of the insignificance of 
the ministers’ .conference in comparison 
with the more spectacular meetings, the 
former may have come much closer to 
fundamentals than did the latter. The 
ministers had the good sense to relate 
today’s problems to the life and teachings 
of Jesus. They passed neither bills nor reso- 
lutions. They, at least, saw that in moral 
ethics lay the cornerstone of justice and 
brotherhood. They recognized that Christ’s 


teachings never faced a stronger challenge 
than they do today. Said one speaker, “If 
Jesus had lived among gentiles instead of 
Jews, his fate would have been the same, 
except sooner.” One speaker, Dr. Harold 
C. Phillips, pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Cleveland, Ohio, said he was 
not interested in who crucified Jesus; his 
concern One 
answer, he said, was religious conserva- 
tism and political and social privilege. 
These, he intimated, are as powerful today 
as they were nearly 2,000 years ago.

Aims of a Democratic Economy 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill, whose column usually appears 
here, is making a study of European occupation zones.) 


Lest anyone should draw wrong conclusions from what has 
been said in this column on the General Motors-UAW controversy, 
let me say that I believe labor’s basic premise in the present 
controversy is, if I properly understand it, correct. 

The fact that a single member of an industry can, perhaps, pay 
a 20 per cent or a 30 per cent increase in wages is no argument to 
my mind, however, that it should. 

Wages, in general, should rise in accordance with average over- 
all gains in productivity. Many technical factors contribute to the 
special efficiency of some industries and some members of an indus- 
try, other than the efficiency of wage-labor, and if wages in the most 
efficient industries absorb all gains, the wage structure of the whole 
economy will be distorted. It is, therefore, better for industry to 
maintain-a wage level in conformity to general productivity and for 
especially efficient industries to pass on exceptional productivity 
in the form of bonuses to their workers. This has been our criti- 
cism of UAW in its controversy with G. M. 

However, labor’s thesis that the economy should attempt to keep 
prices level and profits stable, while passing on increased produc- 
tivity in higher wages rather than in inflated profits or lower 
prices, is sound. 

It is easier to add gains in productivity to wages than to guaran- 
tee that they will be reflected in lower prices, since prices are 
less determined by cost than by market demand, and consumers 
cannot be organized. 

Monopolistic practices, even such as are of the nature of indus- 
trial agreements, militate against price drops. 

This is of advantage to most workers, except to farmers, for 
whom cheaper industrial prices are important. But these are prob- 
ably less important than stable prices plus the steady market 
afforded by high-wage, regularly employer worker-consumers. 


eens : It is a step forward when labor 
Productivity, the Basis shows a disposition to take into 
calculation the welfare of the whole economy, and to bargain on 
the basis of what industry can afford without passing increased 
costs on in the form of increased prices. But if it sets the standard 
by the most efficient it will tend toward monopoly. 

There can be an automatic test of the rate of inerease or 
decrease of productivity which would permit wage rates to be 
otherwise determined than by the periodic civil wars of strikes. 
The concept that the strike is an essential democratic “right’’—or 
that it is an essential democratic right of management to make 
arbitrary decisions—is as silly as to argue that measles or flu are 
democratic rights. Given an integrated philosophy regarding wages, 
prices, profits and their relation to productivity, collective bargain- 
ing should reduce itself to registering the facts, together with a 
public umpire. The problem and its answer would become mathe 
matical. 

But wages based, as they should be, on productivity, should not 
be fixed too high in advance speculation regarding productivity, 
nor for an industry by the productivity rate of its highest member, 
nor by temporary factors, such as abnormal demand, which could 
better be compensated for by profit sharing. 

For it is psychologically difficult to decrease wages, and yet 
workers’ income based on productivity (the only real factor in 
ability to pay) must have the element of elasticity. The way to 
introduce it is for workers to share profits and losses with investors, 
beyond their wages, which would then be in the form of a minimum 
guarantee. 

The habit of management to vote themselves bonuses in pros- 
perous years is irritating to workers and stockholders. Able 
management is rare, but it is also, for that reason, well compen- 
sated. Bonuses to management and not to workers are on the 
assumption that management is investing its labor, while the wage- 
workers are selling theirs

Since I think that by so doing they will but permanently confirm 
their propertyless status, I am against it. 

But if the capitalist system remains a proletarian system, it 
won't be able to compete with the real or fancied greater security 
and equality of state capitalism. It must offer both more security 
and greater opportunity.

WASHINGTON.—It has remained for Sen. 

Millard Tydings, of Maryland, to put the true 

stamp of hypocrisy on the fair employment prac- 

tice bill, now the target of an effective filibuster by southern 
Democrats. 

In one of the most forthright speeches heard on the floor of 
the upper chamber in years, the Maryland senator exposed the 
measure for what is really is—‘“political shenanigans,’ pure and 
simple.

Eniwetok, Kwajalein?

_ for Bikkini atoll is about 170 miles away from Eniwetok atoll, 
| which is too far to do any damage. It should be dropped in the 
Eniwetok lagoon, Or preferably on Eniwetok itself, for if there 
was ever a place on earth that could be well spared it is Eniwetok. 

White sand and a glaring sun. Ragged, shell-torn palms and 
coral dust. Blue, mirror-like sea, vast and vacant, and a ceaseless 
wind forever blowing. And loneliness, loneliness, loneliness. Lone- 
liness and boredom. I don’t know what Bikkini is like. I was 
never there. But it couldn’t have been worse than Eniwetok as a 
place to set a man down and forget him and let him steam and sweat 
| and burn black outside while he shriveled inside. I know the Gls 
| are not going to be pleased if they-drop the bomb so far off that 

Eniwetok will not be engulfed by the tidal wave that follows. 


| The story in the paper said that the cloud of atomic smoke .and 
| dust which will follow the explosion will reach Eniwetok within a 
' couple of hours after the explosion at Bikkini. This cloud is sup- 
posed to bear with it radioactive elements that destroy the cor- 
puscles and leave a man weak and enfeebled. You don’t have to 
call on the atomic bomb to have that effect on a man on Eniwetok. 
Two weeks on that atoll with no relief in sight and you are men- 
tally as weak and enfeebled as you will ever get to be. 


- : Another place in the Marshalls which the GIs hated 
Kwajalein about as fervently as they hated Eniwetok was 
Kwajalein. Personally, I hated Kwajalein even more than I hated 
Eniwetok, for I stayed there longer. They say that before we 
invaded, Kwajalein, like Eniwetok, was not a bad little island. 
It had palm trees and grass and little thatched-hut villages, and all 
in all looked very much like a Hollywood set representing a Pacific 
atoll. But we ruined Kwajalein as a piece of real estate. We liter- 
ally raked it bare with flame and shell. There’s only one palm tree 
left standing on the place, and it is a sad and rat-gnawed specimen. 
The only grass left alive on the place is the sparse, unhappy growth 
on the two flat mounds where we raked the dead Japs into a pile 
| and covered them with bulldozers. The rest of the island is either 
| airfield or installations incident to the operation of an airfield. The | 

only open ground left on Kwaj was the narrow walkways between | 
the Quonset huts. Every square foot of space was covered. The | 
big trouble with Kwaj was that it was so small. You could stand | 
in the middle of it anywhere along its length, and if you were any 
kind of pitcher at all you could just about toss a rock into the sea 
on either side. A man wants more land than that under him when | 
there’s nothing but water. for two thousand miles around him in | 
either direction. You never could get away from the noise on 
Kwajalein. It was either the noise of airplane motors roaring, or 
the noise of bulldozers grinding through coral. You worked with | 
that yowling in your ears and you slept with it at night.

words and never give you an idea of what a fouled-up 

place of abode the island of Kwajalein was. Somebody did it, | 
though, in just a few brief sentences. On Kwajalein there was an 
establishment called Kwaj Lodge, where the crews and passengers 
of Air Transport Command planes sometimes slept, breaking their 
journey by air from east to west. Over the door was a sign. It 
said: “Kwajalein Atoll. No Whisky Atoll. No Woman Atoll. No 
Nothing Atoll.”

: Newsprint Mill 


For Southland 


In order to stimulate the produc- 
tion of newsprint in the southern 
states, members of the board of 
News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, in 
session here, have agreed to a con- 
_tract which will result in the erec- 
ition of a new newsprint mill with 
an annual capacity of 100,000 tons. 
Suggested sites for the new mill 
‘include locations in Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. 

According to Walter C. Johnson, 
of Chattanooga, secretary-manager 
of SNPA, which includes 14 south- 
ern states, a private corporation 
will erect the mill. 

“We have already lined up our 
men and they are going ahead,” 
said Johnson, “but, naturally, we 
don’t want to reveal their names 
until the project is further ad- 
vanced. Members of this associa- 


tion will not own or operate this. 
but they have | 


mill themselves; 
agreed to take the entire output 
of the mill for five years at the 
prevailing market price for news- 
print. 


“For three years past, SNPA has_ 


employed a newsprint engineer to 
survey possible sites in our south- 
ern area for this mill and, in ad- 
dition, we have employed ‘cruisers’ 


to examine the volume of timber | 
on these sites. We now have com- | 


plete maps of these possible loca- 
tions for the mill. 


“With these maps, the group 


which has agreed to put up the) 


mill now will go ahead and select 
the site. It will be in the pine-belt 
of the south. After the group gets 
the options on the land, then we 


can announce names and places. | 


But just now, that would be in- 
advisable.” 


Johnson said that the first news: | 


print mill in the south, now locat- 
ed at Lufkin, Tex. is such a suc- 


cess that it is preparing to double | 


its annual capacity from 50,000 


tons to 100,000 tons. 


“In our area,” continued John- 
son,
